he said. "We're looking forward to 
a long relationship." 

The Rainmen will play a 20- 
game schedule in the PBL from 
January to March. They are also 
hoping to host pre-season show¬ 
case at the Metro Centre in the fall. 

While the ABA was plagued 
with no-shows for scheduled 
games, the PBL played 100 per 
cent of its games last year. 

"They know the importance of 
teams showing up on time and just 
doing business the right way," Lev¬ 
ingston said.

A taste of the 
Mediterranean 


European sea bass 
to be farmed in 
Windsor area

Thousands of Europeans 
will soon be finding homes 
in Nova Scotia. 

Thanks to a couple of 
government loans, a fish 
farm near Windsor will be 
growing Mediterranean Sea 
bass. 

Sustainable Fish Farming 
Canada will soon bring in 
hundreds of thousands of 
baby fish, said Kirk Haver- 
croft. Restaurants and 
seafood lovers can have lo¬ 
cally-grown Mediterranean 
Sea bass on the menu in 
about a year. 

These new immigrants 
grow quickly, but require 
extra care since they're used 
to warmer waters. 

"The water temperature 
in the farm will have to be 
between 20 and 22 degrees 
(Celsius) throughout the 
year," he said. "The condi¬ 
tions for European sea bass 
are warm, and very clear 
water of excellent quality." 

So they'll have to be in 
tanks in-land with recircu¬ 
lated water instead of pens 
in the Atlantic Ocean. This 
is something that gets a nod 
of approval from the Ecol¬ 
ogy Action Centre. 

Anna Magera said closed- 
containment aquaculture 
set-ups deal with some of 
the environmental issues 
with aquaculture farming. 


fish farm facts

Open-net pens can spread 
disease and release waste 
and nutrients into open wa¬ 
ters. 

"We've heard this new 
farm is taking steps to ex¬ 
plore renewable energy op¬ 
tions and we feel this is a 
very positive, and progres¬ 
sive step," she said. 

Since they're building 
land-based tanks for the 
new species, the Atlantic 
Canada Opportunity Agency 
asked the fish farm to try 
growing halibut too to see 
how they grow in that envi¬ 
ronment. 

Havercroft said they 
wanted this particular fish 
to farm because it's a rising 
star in the aquaculture mar¬ 
ket in North America. 

"I think we're catching 
this species on the rise in 
terms of popularity," he 
said. 'And commercially, 
these fish grow very quickly 
and therefore we get a 
faster turnaround on capi¬ 
tal."

N.S. Gaming Corp. 
looks to improve 
public perception

The agency that oversees 
gambling in Nova Scotia is re¬ 
vitalizing its image on the 
taxpayers' dime. 

The Nova Scotia Gaming 
Corporation has put out a re¬ 
quest for proposals asking 
firms to help it create a three- 
year strategy to tell people 
what it does. 

"There has tended to be a 
lot of misconceptions about 
the industry and gaming in 
general," said Krista Grant, 
corporation spokeswoman. 
"We're hoping that this strat¬ 
egy will help us get our mes¬ 
sage out to Nova Scotians so 
that they understand what 


we offer." 

She said the profits made 
from Nova Scotia's 2,234 
video lottery machines, two 
casinos in Halifax and Syd¬ 
ney, and lottery tickets pro¬ 
vided about $162 million to 
the government in 2006-07. 
That money went towards 
building better roads, run¬ 
ning schools and hospitals, 
and helping those addicted to 
gambling. 

Grant said the corporation 
spent $7.8 million in 2006-07 
on prevention education and 
treating gambling addicts. 

She didn't know how much 
the strategy will cost because 
that's part of the proposals. 

Terry Fulmer, a member of 


the group that wants VLTh 
banned in Nova Scotia, says 
the rebranding strategy is to 
create "propaganda." 

"It's just another method to 
remove them from their 
wicked product," Fulmer 
said. 

He said any agency that 
makes money from VLTh, 
which account for 75 per cent 
of the corporation's profits, 
should be ashamed. 

"They spend more money 
trying to tell Nova Scotians 
that they gamble responsibly 
than they do treating Nova 
Scotians," Fulmer added. 

He said it's unacceptable 
that addicted gamblers who 
ask for help are told to wait

Tourist's missing bike returns 


Premier, ministers 
face heat over 
immigrant program

Premier Rodney MacDonald 
and eight cabinet ministers 
were served with subpoenas 
yesterday demanding that a 
lengthy list of documents re¬ 
lated to a controversial im¬ 
migration program be 
released. 

The public accounts com¬ 
mittee of the legislature is¬ 
sued the subpoenas asking 
that the documents that 
were withheld from Auditor 
General Jacques Lapointe 
during an investigation of 
the troubled nominee pro¬ 
gram, be provided by Jul. 
23. 

Maureen MacDonald, 
chair of the public accounts 
committee, said in her 10 
years in the legislature, she 
can't remember a time a 
committee went to the House 
of Assembly with respect to

In addition to the pre¬ 
mier, subpoenas were is¬ 
sued to the following 
ministers: Community 
Services Minister Judy 
Streatch; Education Minis¬ 
ter Karen Casey; Economic 
Development Minister 
Angus Madsaac; Trans¬ 
portation Minister Murray 
Scott; Immigration Minis¬ 
ter Len Goucher; Munici¬ 
pal Relations and Service 
Nova Scotia Minister 
Jamie Muir; former Immi¬ 
gration Minister Carolyn 
Bolivar-Getson; and Jus¬ 
tice Minister Cecil Clarke. 


the auditor general being de¬ 
nied information. 

"It's unprecedented that 
the auditor general be re¬ 
fused access to the informa¬ 
tion that he requires to do a 
thorough audit," she said. 

And what if the govern¬ 
ment doesn't comply? 

"We will take it one step at 
a time," MacDonald said. 

The next step would be to 
inform the House that the 
warrants weren't followed 


and then the House has the 
power to make decisions 
around penalties, she said. 

On Jun. 12, the auditor 
general tabled a scathing re¬ 
port on the provincial nomi¬ 
nee program's economic 
stream saying newcomers 
who paid $ 130,500 to partic¬ 
ipate in a mentorship at a 
local business weren't prop¬ 
erly trained, weren't paid, or, 
in some cases, were mis¬ 
treated. 

Lapointe revealed that 
during the audit of the pro¬ 
gram, he was denied access 
to a number of documents. 

"It was made plain to us - 
with a blanket decision - not 
to provide us with some doc¬ 
uments," he explained during 
a public accounts hearing of 
the legislature. 

The premier's spokesman 
yesterday said the subpoenas 
will be reviewed by the De¬ 
partment of Justice. 

"We will deal with them in 
accordance with the advice 
from our lawyers," said Wade 
Keller in an e-mail.

Khawaja facing life 
in prison for his 
alleged role in plot

Metro Ottawa 

An Ottawa man was respon¬ 
sible for designing and creat¬ 
ing a remote-controlled bomb 
detonator as part of a plot to 
attack populated areas of the 
United Kingdom, a down¬ 
town courtroom heard yes¬ 
terday. 

Mohammad Momin 
Khawaja, 29, created the de¬ 
vice he called the "Hi-Fi Digi- 
monster" as his part of a U.K. 
bomb plot, prosecutor David 
McKercher charged yesterday 
during opening statements 
into one of the highest profile 
cases in Ottawa's history. 

Citing intercepted e-mails 
and wiretapped conversa¬ 
tions, McKercher described 
how Khawaja, a software de¬ 
veloper who outwardly lived 
a middle-class life in Orleans, 
held extremist views and was 


killing civilians. 

The court will hear evi¬ 
dence that Khawaja was part 
of a plan to build and detonate 
a bomb made from 600 kilo¬ 
grams of ammonium nitrate- 
based fertilizer "that could 


cause massive destruction," 
said McKercher. 

The first Canadian to be 
charged under a post-9/11 
anti-terrorism law, Khawaja 
faces seven terror-related 
charges. 

If convicted, he faces life in 


prison. 

He pleaded not guilty to all 
counts. 

Khawaja was arrested in 
March 2004 at the Depart¬ 
ment of Foreign Affairs and 
International Trade, where he 
worked.

Hope fades in search for ferry survivors 


Many passengers 
feared trapped 

Rescuers halted efforts last 
night to find nearly 800 people 
missing from a capsized ferry 
in the Philippines as darkness 
fell and large swells prevented 
divers from drilling holes into 
the doomed vessel. 

Many passengers were 
feared trapped inside the 
Princess of Stars after a hand¬ 
ful of survivors said people 
were still onboard when the 
ship sank off the central island 
of Sibuyan in waves as big as 
houses during Saturday's ty¬ 
phoon. 

But officials held little hope 
of finding people alive in air- 
pockets on the ferry. 

"We feel there is no life in¬ 
side," said Lt.-Col. Edgard 
Arevalo, a Philippine navy 
spokesman. 

The ship was resting upside 
down with the tip of its bow 


over 50 found alive 

So far, more than 50 
people have been found 
alive and at least 20 have 
been reported dead out of 
864 passengers and crew 
on board. 


above water and its stem rest¬ 
ing on the bottom of the sea, 
easily visible from shore. 

The coast guard said divers 
would cut open the 23,824- 
tonne vessel today after rescue 
efforts were halted. 

At least 20 new survivors 
and 15 bodies were found at 
least 70 kilometres away from 
where the ship sank. 

"We are still working on the 
positive identification of the 
survivors as well as the fatal¬ 
ities," Capt. Gilbert Rueros 
said.

UN condemns 
Zimbabwe poll 
amid violence 

The UN Security Council de¬ 
clared yesterday that a free 
and fair run-off presidential 
election in Zimbabwe would 
be impossible now due to vi¬ 
olence and restrictions on the 
opposition. 

The nonbinding statement, 
the council's first formal ac¬ 
tion on Zimbabwe, was 
adopted unanimously. This 
means it had the backing of 
South Africa, China and Rus¬ 
sia, which had long opposed 
any council discussion of the 
crisis in Zimbabwe. 

"The Security Council re¬ 
grets that the campaign of vi¬ 
olence and the restrictions on 


the political opposition have 
made it impossible for a free 
and fair election to take place 
on June 27," the statement 
said. 

But Zimbabwe's UN envoy 
said the vote would go ahead. 
'As far as we are concerned, 
the election will take place on 
Friday," Boniface Chidyausiku 
said. 

The Security Council text 
was watered down from an 
earlier version, which explic¬ 
itly blamed President Robert 
Mugabe's government for the 
crisis and said opposition 
leader Morgan Tkvangirai 
would be the legitimate 
leader if a credible run-off 
election cannot be held. 
Tkvangirai sought refuge at 
the Dutch Embassy on Sun¬ 
day.

Eastern front sees 
rise in violence 

U.S.-led coalition troops killed 
some 55 Taliban insurgents 
who ambushed them in south¬ 
eastern Afghanistan, close to 
the Pakistan border, the U.S. 
military said yesterday.

Berry announces shock resignation 


Axemen hoops 
coach steps down

After guiding the Acadia Axe¬ 
men basketball team to one 
of its greatest seasons in 
three decades, Halifax's Les 
Berry resigned as head coach 
yesterday without explana¬ 
tion. 

Acadia's athletic depart¬ 
ment issued a press release 
last night stating Berry had 
stepped down and that his 


assistant, Sackville's Steve 
Baur, would be his interim 
replacement. 

No further details were re¬ 
leased. Berry and Acadia ath¬ 
letic director Brian Heaney 
did not return phone mes¬ 
sages. 

Berry joined the Axemen 
in 2005 and turned a 2-17 
team into an 18-2 power¬ 
house. He helped them finish 
national runner-up to the 
Brock Badgers at the Final 8 
in Ottawa, and engineered a 
stunning double-overtime 
upset of the five-time defend¬ 
ing champion and host Car- 


leton Ravens in the semifi¬ 
nals. 

Berry is a former assistant 
coach with the Saint Mary's 
Huskies men's team and 
served as head ^ 
coach of the / 

King's Blue Dev¬ 
ils women's 1 
squad. He also 
spent two sea- 
sons with the 
Brandon Bobcats i 
before joining the 
Axemen. 

Heaney com¬ 
mended Berry in 
the press release, 


saying his "efforts and ac¬ 
complishments are appreci¬ 
ated by supporters of the 
Axemen sports program." He 
also gave a vote of confidence 
to Baur, who joined Acadia's 
coaching staff in 2005 
with Berry after serving 
as Berry's assistant 
coach at Brandon.

Shower curtain chemicals 


Report on vinyl 
warns of product 
contamination 

As many as 100 harmful 
chemicals are released into 
the air from PVC shower cur¬ 
tains, according to a recent 
study. 

Toxic chemical off-gassing 
may contribute to respira¬ 
tory irritation, damage to the 
liver, central nervous and re¬ 
productive systems, accord¬ 
ing to the report, titled 
Volatile vinyl: The new 
shower curtain's chemical 
smell. 

The report was released 
jointly by the U.S.-based Cen¬ 
ter for Health, Environment 
and Justice, Canada-based 
Environment Defence and 
Canadian Environmental 
Law Association (CELA). 


Pregnant women and chil¬ 
dren are particularly vulner¬ 
able, and heat or humidity 
can increase the release of 
chemicals, said the report. 

Using PVC shower cur¬ 
tains purchased from U.S. re¬ 
tailers, researchers found 
numerous hazardous chemi¬ 
cals including volatile or¬ 
ganic compounds (VOC), 
phthalate, organotins and 
metals. Seven of the chemi¬ 
cals are classified by the U.S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency as hazardous air pol¬ 
lutants and several are con¬ 
sidered human health 
concerns — but not regu¬ 
lated — under the Canadian 
Environmental Protection 
Act. 

"Not only are vinyl prod¬ 
ucts contaminating our in¬ 
door air, but they release 
toxic dioxins during manu-

facturing and incineration," Theresa McClenaghan. 
said CELA executive director "The federal government 


has a window of opportunity 
to proactively regulate these 
chemicals with a major bill 
before Parliament to amend 
the federal Hazardous Prod¬ 
ucts Act." _ 

Environ¬ 
ment Defence 
and CELA 
urged Ottawa 
to ban PVC in 
shower cur¬ 
tains and 
called on 
manufactur¬ 
ers and retail¬ 
ers to switch 
to safer products, such as 
those made of cotton. They 
are also asking for warning 
labels on PVC curtains. One 
of the brands tested was also 
found in Canadian stores, 
and major department stores 
in Canada sell a variety of 
vinyl shower curtains, said 


Environment Defence. 

The American Chemistry 
Council, which represents 
chemical manufacturers, de¬ 
fends the safety of phthalate, 
an additive

that makes 
hard plastics 
flexible. In 
testimony be¬ 
fore the U.S.

Extreme was third in the list. Will Young was fourth with his cover of 
The Doors’ Light My Fire, which reached number one in the U.K. top 40 
charts in 2002, and The Mike Flowers Pops rounded off the top five with 
their cover of Oasis’ Wonderwall. 

In the list of best covers. The Beatles’ rendition of Twist and Shout, 
first recorded by the Top Notes, was in second place, followed by the 
Guns N’ Roses version of the Wings’ song Live and Let Die. 

Nirvana’s cover of The Man Who Sold the World by David Bowie, and 
Muse’s Feeling Good, made famous by Nina Simone, also appeared in
